The opinion "was requested by 
Stole's Attorney Richard A. Hol- 
ds of Sangamon County, which is 
one of the downstate .counties 
which have adopted the merit 
system to govern the appoint- 
ment, promotion, discipline, and 
discharge of deputies. 

New sheriffs were elected in 
all Illinois counties last Novem- 
ber^. 

Scott cited court, precedents 
and answered in the affirmative 
when Flollis asked whether the 
Sangamon County merit system 
for deputies, which was adopted 
last June 23 by the Board of Su- 
pervisors, is binding on the new- 
ly-elected sheriff. 
• The Attorney General's answer 
was in the negative .when asked 
whether the sheriff cottld appoint 
his own deputies without 'regard 

to the merit, system. *

as a field man for the Supervisor 
of Assessments, Scott said in an 
opinion given Slate's Attorney 
Philip Turner II of Shelby Coun- 
ty.

For Wltlard Ktimstra, director 
of the SIU, Laboratory, the TVA 
research grant ($15,500) fleshes 
out a cross-cpntlncntpl deer pro- 
gram that probably has few, if 
any, equals. 

Since : 1960, Kli rostra's field 
teams have been keeping every 
kind of book imaginable on the 
white-tailed deer population at the 
Crab . Orchard National Wildlife 
Refuge. = 

Three years ago, with financial 
support from private and govern- 
ment sources, the SIU Wildlife 
unit undertook an intensive^ on- 
site examination of the habits and 
life-style of Florida's pint-size 
Key Deer, a curious pygmy spe- 
cies once at the very, threshold of 
extinction. 

The TVA study will add an cx- 
otic'dimcnsuyi to Laboratory ef- 
forts, 

Twenty follow deer— stubby In 
the. leg, long In the tail and with 
antlers something like an elk's— 
were released in 1920 along with 
30 white-tails on the old Kentucky 
Woodland National Wildlife Ref- 
uge. Despite the competition and 
unfamiliar surroundings the fat- 
low herd has since grown to 1,000. 
Klimstra soys their inter-rela- 
tionships with white-tailed deer 
will he one thing SIU researchers 
want to look at. To do this, 
field sleuths will go to TVA fal- 
low deer country armed with all 
the tools they have- used to track 
and examine deer in Illinois and 
Florida. 

These include traps, tranquil- 
izer dart-guns, plastic car-tag 
streamers and fluorescent collars 
for day or night spottlngrbattery- 
powered radio transmitters at- 
tached to the deer so their move- 
mtoifts may, be followed at all 
times— perhaps even remotely- 
activated motion picture cam- 
eras. 

On Big Pine Key, main sanctu- 
ary for the Key Deer. Klimslra's 
agents have used 8mm. cameras 
that are triggered by any move- 
ment in- front of their lenses.

In borderline cases, the de- 
cision to warn instead of to cite 
may J suff iccrbut-it- is no guaran- 
tee that the driver may not be is- 
sued a citation if the officer; is 
not convinced that the, violation 
was not intentional, Chief Deputy 
Jerome Scliuoiz's'aid. 

This deviation from the normal 
procedures docs not weaken traf- 
fic enforcement laws, but father 
reinforces them. It eliminates the 
reasonable doubt that, in fact, a 
violation of traffic law has oc- 
curred, vyhen the enforcement tol- 
erance is in question, it is better 
to issue a warning notice rather 
than to cite a motorist who was 
not aware of the danger and the 
hazard he has created. Warning 
notices will lose thejr effect, if 
they arc issued as an excuse in 
the process ,of decision making, 
or if they arc issued indiscrimin- 
ately because, of a driver's good 
intention; the Sheriff said. 

If a traffic violator is not taken 
into physical, custody, the mere 
issuance of a traffic citation docs 
not, constitute submission to ar- 
rest. A traffic citation has, how- 
ever, the same effect as an un- 
executed warrant and is consider- 
ed to 'be similar to a subpoena to
